R. C. Gehrken, Jr., Manager of 
the West Palm Beach Social Se- 
curity Administration District OF 
fice, announced today that three 
accountants from Conway, South 
Carolina, pled guilty on February. 
14 to charging unlawful fees for: 
aiding persons in applying for’ so- 
cial security benefits. 

James R. Holbert, Sr.,.pled guilty 
to four counts in an indictment re- 
turned by a Federal Grand Jury 
last May, Alexander S. Holbert 
pled guilty to three, and Wendell J. 
Holbert pled guilty to eight. They 
were sentenced to a year in jail on 
each count by Judge C. C. Wyche 
in U. S. District Court in Florence, 
South Carolina, or payment of a 
$500 fine on each count.
